I also want to apologize again for insensitivity in the remarks published in 
Cliff Johnson’s article. I have pulled that article from our shelves, and Cliff 
is going to rewrite it to reflect his conversation with you. 

I feel kind of stupid that I haven’t relied on your counsel before now, and 1 
hope you’ll forgive that oversight. Of all the national experts on issues of 
international security, I think you probably come closest to our perspect¬ 
ive on things. 1 sincerely hope that we can find ways to work together in 
the future. Any help you give to CPSR will be very valuable, and greatly 
appreciated.
